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The George Washington University Biological Sciences Communication Project has 
received a $61,200 grant from the Rockefeller Foundation to support the production 
of bibliographies on sorghum and millet and an accompanying training program for 
science information soecialists. 

Sorghum and millet may not be household words in the Washington area, but in 
many parts of the world they are. Both cereal grains are important foodstuffs for 
animals and—in many nations—humans. 

Why bibliographies on sorghum and millet? "Production of bibliographies is an 
inexpensive way to speed up research," said Joe W. Tyson, Assistant Director of the 
Biological Sciences Communication Project. "People are hungry. The more researchers 
know about foodstuffs such as sorghum and millet, the faster they will be able to 
cope with the world's food problems." A bibliography insures that researchers 
won't spend needless time and money duplicating someone else's effort. 

Mrs. Ruby Moats, chief bibliographer at the Biological Sciences Communication 
Project, will direct the preparation of the new bibliographies. She will be assisted 
by other GW bibliographers and four students, who have been awarded two-year fellow¬ 
ships to train at the Biological Sciences Communication Project as science informa¬ 
tion specialists. The students also will be working toward Master's or Doctor's 
degrees in such areas as library science or information handling. 

Most of the research for the bibliographies will be done at the National 
Agricultural Library. 

The new project is one of 13 communications activities of the Biological 

Sciences Communication Project. Director of the groun is Dr. Charles W. Shilling.

The opening of the new Women's Residence Hall at 1900 F Street, N.W., 
highlights the beginning of the new school year at The George Washington 
University.

A four-article study of the changing role of the U. S. Congress and the first 
major critical study of Zionist-Israel nationality claims in public law which has 
appeared in the U. S. were published tcday in The George Washington Law Review's 
final issue of the 1963-6U academic year. 

The articles on Congress, beginning with a comment by Senator Clifford Case 
(R-N.J.), include an examination of the Congressional committee system; an analysis 
of the functions of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy by Harold P. Green, Professor 
of Law at the University; and an evaluation of legislative Droposals for Congressional 
conflict of interest laws. 

In another major article, W. T. Mallison, Jr., Professor of Law at the University, 
appraises the claims of Zionism and the State of Israel to create an additional 
nationality consisting of "the Jewish people." After interpreting the basic documents 
used by Zionists to support those claims, including the Balfour Declaration in 1917, 
Mallison concludes that these claims are invalid under the applicable rules of 
international law. 

He asserts that these nationality claims also are inconsistent with the equal 
rights and political status of American Jews under the First Amendment to the U. S, 
Constitution. 

The Law Review also includes student notes on Congressional reapportionment and 
the rights of Black Muslims serving prison and jail sentences. The note on legislative 
reapportionment takes issue with the U. S. Supreme Court's "one man - one vote" formula 
and predicts the effects of reapportionment along that line. The note on Black Muslim 

prisoners' rights considers whether the cult is a religion protected by the Constitution. 

The George Washington Law Review , now in its thirty-third year and one of the 

nation's most widely circulated law journals, is devoted to public law.

Members and associates of The George Washington University's Patent, Trademark, 
and Copyright Research Institute are in favor of keeping the U. S. Patent Office 
in Washington, D. c., according to the first tabulation of replies to an Institute 
questionnaire. 

Of the first 186 respondents, l5l opposed the transfer of the Patent Office to 
a new location. Nineteen favored the move, 12 recognized both good and bad features 
of the proposed change, and four had no comment. In all, 505 questionnaires were 
circulated for the survey. 

The study is being conducted by L. James Harris, Executive Director of the 
Institute, and Dr. Irving H. Siegel, a member of the research staff. 

Most of the 186 respondents were industrial companies and natent law firms. 
Specifically, 85 of 108 responding companies objected to the move, as did 5l of 
the 60 law firms that replied. 

Reasons most commonly cited in favor of the move related to the opportunities 
to enlarge the available space and otherwise to improve the facilities of the 
Patent Office. Opponents of the move concentrated on the advantages of the 
Droximity of other government agencies, and cited "the general inconvenience, 
transportation difficulties, expense, and time loss that would be imposed by a 
relocation," Harris pointed out. 

A comprehensive report of the study will be published in a forthcoming issue 
of Idea, the Institute's Journal of Research and Education.

All students of 
the course, both credit and non-credit,will be invited to attend the campus events 
planned by the Russian Language Club during the year. 

The first semester of the two-semester course will be devoted to a discussion 
of the origins of Russian leterature, the tracing of its debt to the men of letters 
in England, Germany, and France, and to an analysis of the major works by Pushkin, 
Lermontov, Gogol, Goncharov, and Turgenev. The semester will conclude with an 
examination of the early works of Dostoevsky and Tolstoy.
